ATURE in her efforts to pre-

HERE is a little lid over the 
windpipe which closes when 
any solid substance comes in 
through the mouth or nose.

It for any reason the lid does 
not close soon enough a very 
violent attack of coughing comes 
on. :

F THESE sensitive points be- 
come inflamed or irritated, 
we cough. The simple touching 
of these points with a pledget of 
cotton will start up an irritable 
coughing. Certain substances or 
jrritants that are carried in the 
air may excite these nerves and 
start a cough which itself irri- 
tates, and the cough or sneeze 
wecomes very violent and pro- 
Jonged. An odor. may irritate; 
-hot or cold air, as from gaing 
from a hot 190m to the cold 
outer air, or. more frequently, 
going from cold air to warm air, 
excites the cough.

E HAVE rainy days-—even in 
August—and it is up to the 
homemaker to put something 
cheerful into her rainy day 
meals. Highly flavored food or 
distinctively flavored foods 
sefved in some unusual way are 
sure-fire hits in dull. weather. 

Start with your luncheon table 
and even if your table cloth or 
doilies or napkins are of paper, 
have them gaily colored and use 
your brightest bits of china and 
glassware. Red. orange, yellow 
and a little bright green are 
cheerful rainy-day colors, so you 
can select the food on your 
menus accordingly. 

The dishes on today’s menus 
call for just ordinary food ma- 
terials that are to be found on 
any pantry shelf or icebox. 

An Appealing Appetizer 

For the appealing appctizer in 
the first menu, open a can of 
shrimps and break them into 
largé pieces.

The “Great Little Wo- 
man” of the World War. 
... Hidden Relics of the 
Last Czar 


HE last boatload of Gold Star 

Mothers not long ago was 
taken to France, and America’s 
promise to those brave parents 
who lost loved ones in the World 
War was fulfilled. Among those 
wh: greeted that last group of 
Gold Star Mothers when they 
arrived in France was the 
Countess de Caen, the first 
Frenchwoman to greet the 
American Expeditionary Forces 
when they landed in Francé ik 
June, 1917. She has carried, 
more than 3,000 dying messages 
of soldiers to mothers, sweet- 
hearts and wives during the past 
fifteen years. 

Hers is a peculiar and a diii- 
cut task, for this gentle French- 
woman has traveled far and 
we to bring home the messages 
of boys who were mortally 
woundec while serving in 
France. Her travels have taken 
her into te humblest of huts as 
well as the most palatial of pal- 
aces. She has tried to console 
Negro isnammies in poverty- 
stricken shacks and comforted 
the braken hearts of women 
whose material luxuries will 
never compensate for the loss of 
c loved son, hushand or sweet- 
heart in the World War. 

Before the United States Gov- 
ernment organized the Gold 
Star pilgrimages to France, the 
Countess aceompanied hundreds 
of mothers ta French battlefields 
and gave them the last message 
ot their sons. In order to do this 
she first organized all the war 
work relating to checking the 
Americans buried in Prance and 
their homes in tke United 
States. This in itself was no 
small task. = 

Countess de Caen was born in 
India, but is related to a former 
reigning house of France 
through her father. Her mother 
was the former Miss Constance 
Hillyar, daughter of Admiral Sir 
Charles Hillyar. In her visits to 
the mothers of Indians killed in 
the war she has made innumer- 
able friends and is known umong 


3Hindus as “A-Na-Wa-Oo.” which 


means ‘Little Mother.” They 
have also given her another title, 
“Wa-Ka-Hi-He-Ka,” which = is 
their way of saying, ‘The Great 
Little Woman.” 

Like many other French so- 
ciety women, the Countess real- 
ized that she must do something 
for her country, and her contri- 
bution has been to learn of the 
last messages of dying soldiers 
and to bring these messages to 
those who were nearest and 
dearest to them. 

, * * 

f ee seemingly fantastic claim 

that one of the fingers of the 
late Czar Nicholas of Russia is 
kept as a secret and sacred relic 
by White Russians in Paris, was 
fecently brovcht to light by a 
French rewspaper in an inter- 
view quoting the former Ambas- 
saior Maklakoff. 

It is allcged that the finger 
and “two bits of human flesh,” 
charred in the whglesae crema- 
tio which is said te have fo!- 
lowed the Ekaterinbug masa 
ere of the Aaussian roval family. 
are represented by %e num -r 
65 on e list of Imperial relics 
brought to Paris at great cost 
anu risk and row safely hidden. 

Mekxlakoff is quoted as saying, 
“It is time to clarify the grow- 
ing repo-ts that the late Czar’s 
ashes are Kept in an urn in 
Paris. Not his ashes, but 461 
divers relics, incontestably prov- 
ing the fate of the Imperial 
Family, constitute the sacred re- 
nository. ; : 

“Iam not the guardian of the 
relics, but I share, with a small 
circle of refugees, the secret of 
where they can be seen. That is 
a secret which I shall not reveal. 
Never, nc. even under torture.” 

In his reference to violence. 
Maklahaff doubtlessly was refer- 
ring to the fate of General Kou- 
tiepoff, White Russian leader, 
who “knew too much,” and who 
was spirited away from his Paris 
residence scmc years ago, never 
to be seen alive again. 

A year efter the massacre, ac- 
cording to Maklakoff, when Ad- 
miral Kolchak led his troops into 
Siberia, he ordered an investiga - 
tion at the scene of the execu- 
tior. of the Czar and his family. 
Nicholas Sokoloff, an Omsk 
judge, was in charge of the in- 
quiry, the results of whicn were 
published at. the time. 1t was in 
the cqurse of his researches thai 
Judge Sokoloff.was able: to sal- 
vage from the ovens where t.1e 
Imperial victims were crcmawd. 
from the stoves in the Ttaui-: 
home and from the cellars -Y 
the Popoff house, these 461 rel- 
ics, 

These articles are said to 
range from a jewelry tox to 
scraps of dress fabric. They were 
sealed in boxes in the greatest 
secrecy and transportea to 
France. They were-consigned to 
the late Grand Duke Nicholas, 
who shortly before his death 
turned the relics over to former 
Russian Ambassador de Giers, 
instructing him to find a safe 
place for them in Paris. Ambas- 
sador de Giers has since diad. 
but before.he died he conveyed 
his secret to Maklakoff, who is 
probably the only living man 
wha knows where the relics are 
hidden.
